“POWER ECONOMY” 


COMPARISON OF ‘MODERN 
_ ENGINES 


MR, G. BUCHANAN'S ADDRESS 
TO ENGINEBR’S INSTITUTE 


A very interesting paper on ‘'Po- 
wor Economy.” was, read at’ yes- 
terday’s meeting of tho Institution 
of Engincers and. Shipbuilders of 
Hong Kong by Mr. Geo, Buchanan, 
There was a very good attendance 
of members at the meeting.

economical power depends primari- 
ly upon the resources at hand, For

The object of this papor is, how- 
ever, to make comparisons between 
the various forms of land and 
marine power where there are no 
Jocal facilities at hand. 
Steam Turbine Engines. 

The great advantage of the tur- 
bine engine vis-a-vis the reciprocat- 
jng engine lies in tho fact that 
being a rotary engine it is more 
suitable for driving such machinery 
ax electric alternators and genera- 
tora giving the turbine engine first 
place ag a. steam prime mover both 
for land or marine purposes. 

The experience with the Clyde 
River ‘ateamor ‘ King Geotge V” 
showed the possibility of successful- 
ly using high pressure superhenting 
and preheating for marine instal- 
Antions of turbine and water-tube 
boilers and has Jed to progress hy 
the adoption of some ar all of these 
fentures in’ many later successful 
vessels, While the results obtained 
justify their careful consideration 
in connection with new designs, it 
does not follow that commercially
